Colt Although Record Shows 
No Sign Of Future Promise

Some one must have foreseen 
Gallahadion’s victory in the’ Ken- 
tucky Derby last Saturday. After 


all, there were some winning tickets 
sold on the colt, though his price 
was more than 35 to 1. So far as this 
column is concerned, the race leaves 
our head Gazed but unbowed. 

Our final selection named four 
colts, and three of them finished in 
he first four. Furthermore, they 
finished in the order of our choice, 
except for Pictor, our third choice, 


who was powhere to be seen. 
However this may be, the general 
topic of conversation among turfmen 
this week is the startling victory of 
Gallahadion over Bimelech. Now no 
one has cause to believe that Galla- 
hadion is a great colt or even a first 
class one, either on the score of his 
previous history or on the basis of 


his performance in the Kentucky 
Derby. The time of the race 2:05 


was on the mediocre side when it is 
considered that the leaders were 
driving a long way from the finish. 
This does not mean that Gallahadion 
may not develop into a first class 
colt. 

The most interesting thing con- 
nected with the race is to find a 
plausible explanation for Bimelech’s 
failure, Perhaps it will be recalled 
that this column drew attention to 
the fact that Bimelech’s performan- 
ces as a two year old had not im- 
proved as the season progressed, in 
a way characteristic of about seventy 
percent of the Kentucky Derby win- 
(This is not offered as an alibi 
horse.

C. Mahlon Kline’s Morris 
Dixon Trained ’Chaser Takes 
Nod From Good Chance 








C. Mahlon Kline’s Whaddon Chase, 
he who topped the money winning 
steeplechasers last year, made his 
first appearance of 1940 again under 
Trainer Morris Dixon’s handling last 
Friday, May 3, to win the first run- 
ning of the Jervis Spencer Handicap 
Steeplechase in as exciting and heart 
thrilling a photo-finish as ever cli- 
maxed a brush race at Pimlico when 
he took the nod from Rokeby Stable’s 
Good Chance. It was a hard drive 
all the way from the last fence home 
and both horses fought valiantly for 
the $2,500 added prize, named in 
honor of the late Maryland sports- 
man and 5-time Maryland Hunt Cup 
winner who died only last February. 
A tense moment awaited the photo 
decision while the stewards at the 
ame time deliberated a foul lodged 
by Good Chance’s rider Jockey Rob- 
erts against the winner, which was 
disallowed. 


Whaddon Chase's stablemate Tar- 
brush, he fresh from his triumph in 
The Covert, High Weight Handicap 
of a mile and 1% on the flat at Mid- 
dleburg, April 13, finished 3 lengths 
off Good Chance for third, heading 
in S. Bryce Wing’s Broadside King, 
smile Pfizer’s Farndale, Mrs. Arthur 
White’s Bay Dean and Thomas Hitch- 
cock’s Cottesmore. Perhaps the most 
significant defeat administered dur- 
ing the 2 miles of the running on 
Friday was that to Farndale, Whad- 
don Chase’s biggest rival who stood 
hetween him and top honors last 
year while his triumph over Cottes- 
more was also of consequence, for i 
was Farndale and Cottesmore who 
turned back the Kline ‘chaser in 
their last Pimlico outing together, 
the Manly Memorial last November 


Jockey W. Passmore had the ride 
on Whaddon Chase and was a new 
combination that went to the post 
while the son of Monk’s Way— 
Witchery was favorite in the betting, 
coupled with Tarbrush, R. Jones up. 
Bay Dean, a winner last week, and 
Broadside King were fractious at the 
post, but as Starter James Milton 
sent the seven away, it was Bay Dean 
with C. Brooks up who went to the 
front, followed by Tarbrush, Good 
Chance, and Whaddon Chase in that 
order which was maintained as they 
passed the stand. 

At the Sth fence Roberts had to 
take Good Chance back because of 
interference, but did not lose his posi- 
tion, while at the following 9th, Bay 
Dean made a bad landing and nearly 
unseated Brooks. The pacemaker 
recovered in time to hold his own for 
a while longer, though he bore out 
somewhat at the next fence and at 
the 14th relinquished the running to 
Good Chance. Rounding the far turn, 
Whaddon Chase and Farndale both 
moved up, but it was Whaddon Chase 
who came within reach of Good 
Chance as they accomplished the final 
and 15th fence. Then came the bat- 
tle down the. stretch, with Good 
Chance under pressure all the way 
and Whaddon Chase there to contest 
every stride. As they flashed across 
the finish, so close that the result 
was doubtful to many, Tarbrush fol- 


lowed gamely 3 lengths back and an- 


other 4 lengths before Broadside 
King. Then came Farndale, having 
displayed surprisingly little when 





called upon, the tiring Bay Dean and 
last was Cottesmore whose efforts ap- 
parently ceased with the first fence. 

The Billy Barton was a disappoint- 
ment on May 2, with two of the six- 
named withdrawn and Mr. John Bos- 
ley III aboard Groton Stable’s One 
Round having things pretty much his 
own way at the finish, to gallop in 
an easy 15 lengths before Rokeby 
Stable’s Enterprise, the only other to 
complete the course. Greatest dis- 
appointment to all, however, and es- 
pecially to Mrs. du Pont Scott, was 
the loss of her 6-year-old Matey who 
had to be destroyed as the result of 
a broken back and left shoulder suf- 
fered when’ he fell with Mr. Billy 
Jones over the last fence. 

T. T. Mott’s 13-year-old Spinach 
lost his rider Mr. Tom Mott, Jr., at 
the 9th. Mr. Bosley held One Round 
back in the early running and per- 
mitted Enterprise, who was followed 
by Spinach, to set the pace. It was 
not until after the final turn, that 
One Round moved up, assumed com- 
mand easily, and, with Matey elimi- 
nated, galloped home.

Members of the Warrenton Hunt 
having entries. Mrs. Amory Carhart, 
wife of the Warrenton Master had 
her Sir Romeo going, who in his 
previous three outings had shown 
great class only to send his winning 
chances flying in mishaps as he did 
Saturday and Mrs. Stewart Spilman 
had Postman Home, whom  she’d 
leased from Mr. Streett, running 
and this hunting hunter had won the 
Sandhills Challenge Cup in her Gold 
and royal blue colors in mid-March, 
but came to grief Saturday three 
fences from home. 

A first time starter in Dr. Lewis 
M. Allen's Gulfelano, also went post- 
ward, but when the Judges scored 
the finishers past their stand, but 
Black Sweep and Or Else, both of 
whom had accomplished The Mary- 
land the previous week, were re- 
corded. 

F. Ambrose Clark, who has ac- 
counted for 7 races with his Granger 
Gaither-Camden-winter-bare- footed- 
‘chaser-string this spring, saw his 
famed yellow and blue colors car- 
ry the decisive victories for a 
double with every post in two other 
events, a winning post. His Balalaika 
with Jockey Bellhouse, out classed 
the big field in The Fauquier Plate, 
of 1-% miles over hurdles for 
Maidens while his *La Touche, with 
Jockey Me Govern up merely gal- 
loped the field of 6 in The Virginia 
National, feature brush of 2 miles 
over the big du Pont fences, when 
Richard V. N. Gambrill’s Telemark 
was second and Mrs. Wiltshire’s 
Houseman bested L. W. Robinson 
Jr’s Our Manager for the show. 

George H. Bostwick saddled his 
own *King John If. in the final, The 
Warrenton Cup, another 1-% miles 
over hurdles, as Louis Stoddard Jr., 
won the place with his Man o’ War 
son,Deserter, and Mrs. Jane Fowler 
Bassett’s Herroro, campaigning in 
his 7th Hunt Meeting season in her 
colors, finished third. 

When Louis Leith waved the Gold 
Cup field of 7 runners away, over 
the Warrenton ‘“stream-lined”’ tim- 
ber course, (the fences are sloped as 
are those on Middleburg’s ““Glenwood 


course’), Mr. Watters Jr., sent Or 
Else to the top, taking the extreme 
left panel with his Cochran color- 
bearer, while Dr. Allen’s Gulfelano 
was almost on even terms and Mr. 
Lewis Murdock on Sir Romeo, Jock- 
ey Ridgeway on Tiger Lane and Mr. 
Arnold Scruton on Hold Forth were 
in order. Trailing the field over the 
first were Mr. Henry Frost Jr., on 
Postman Home and last was Black 
Sweep. 


Sir Romeo got to the top at the 
second, as Or Else dropped back and 
there it was that Hold Forth, who 
looked like ‘‘Hawkins’ horse’’ over 
the first. got in close on the under- 
side of the fence, hit hard and sent 
Mr. Scruton flying. Through the 38rd, 
4th, 5th, and 6th Tiger Lane with 
Jockey W. Leonard up,held close to 
Sir Romeo, with Mr. Murdock wait- 
ing the opportunity of taking his 
front-running son of Sir Clarence off 
the pace. Tiger Lane fenced well. 
Back of the two blacks, Black Sweep 
and Or Else, Mr. Frost Jr., held Post- 
man Home, who was full of run and 
fencing beautifully. 


The Gold Cup course is of ‘‘about”’ 
4’-0" post and rails, put in solidly 
and wired tight. These fences took 
some breaking and only two rails 
were laid during the race. With the 
exception of Hold Forth, the field 
was intact on completion of the first 
turn and 9 fences. At the 10th, right 
in front of the stands Sir Romeo was 
out on top by two lengths and Tiger 
Lane was second, Gulfelano, 10-year 
old son of St. Henry, third, follow- 
ed by Or Else Black Sweep and Post- 
man Home. Here Black Sweep hit 
and made his worst mistake, right 
in front of the crowd. For a split 
second it seemed that Mr. Harrison 
would be “‘lost rider’’, but fortunately 
Black Sweep, cat-like, got his feet 
under him, having hit squarely and 
not thrown himself out of stride, 
and continued. 


It was a masterful job that Mr. 
Harrison did, but he said later that 
he was thankful that Black Sweep 
had hit straight on. Sir Romeo, with

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2 miles behind him, was just begin- 
ning to come back to a hand-rating, 
Under orders from Trainer Jack 
Skinner, Mr. Murdock could be seen 
to be taking him back. He was 2nd 
over the 11th and 12th, with Tiger 
Lane in the lead, and then Sir 
Romeo got in close at the 13th, (this 
numbered fence seems to be his jynx, 
for he came to grief over the 13th in 
the Grand National Point-to-Point, 
when he seemed to have the contest 
well in hand), and went to his knees 
to send Mr. Murdock to the turf. 

With Sir Romeo out of it, Mr. 
Watters, Jr., one of the hardest 
timber riders in the land went to the 
front and was 5 lengths ahead of 
Tiger Lane as they went behind the 
hill to the 14th. Jockey Ridgeway 
said that Or Else swerved to the 
right at the 14th and blanked the 
fence from Tiger Lane’s view and 
the *Tom Tiger son went crashing, 
breaking Ridgeway’s collarbone. 

When next the crowd viewed the 
field there was a roar, for Mr. Har- 
rison had made a move at the 14th 
as Tiger Lane came to grief and was 
running head and head with Or Else. 
Two blacks, Or Else and Black Sweep 
it was to the 15th. Mr. Harrison had 
made his move on _ Black Sweep 
in a like manner in the 1939 runn- 
ing, but the inexperienced fencer 
then came to grief at the 15th, but 
not on Saturday. Though the Sweep 
By gelding did hit hard and lost 
1-1% lengths to Or Else. 

It was still anyone’s race, and 
Mr. Frost Jr., on Postman Home, 
who had trailed the field was not out 
of it, but as he was moving up 
strongly, he misjudged the 15th and 
came down. Gulfelano meanwhile 
was coming strongly, only to fall at 
the following 16th, when closing 
ground, having dropped off the pace 
back of the hill. 

Black Sweep is as sweet moving 
as he is fleet on the flat and he was 
up with Or Else in a trice, to lead 
over the 16th and make the turn for 
home on the inside with Or Else 
trailing a length away. 

It was obvious that Or Else’s 
chances were hopeless on the flat 
and that Black Sweep had to fall 
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for the Cochran hunter to win. Black 
Sweep, after his two mistakes, the 
10th and the 15th, jumped flawless- 
ly, standing back over the last in 
magnificient fashion to land full 
of run, and finish strongly. The time 
of 8:32-3-5 was considerably off the 
questioned time of the 1939 Renewal 
of 7:48 4-5, and the going compar- 
able. 


There is little doubt but that 
“stream-lined” timber courses invite 
speed and chancey jumping, and with 
this sort of racing comes grief. The 
Maryland, with its formidable fences 
had 10 starters this year. Black 
Sweep was the lone one to fall, but 
he was remounted to finish, despite 
another refusal and Reconsidered 
was the only horse who failed to do 
the course, getting away from his 
rider in a refusal at the 7th. In 
contrast, 7 horses started in the Gold 
Cup, 2, finished, 3 fell and 2 lost 
riders. The question arises, should 
both Middleburg and Warrenton 
courses be raised and the ‘‘stream- 
lined”’ leaning fences be done away 
with? Horses do not seem to be 
prone to put that extra ‘‘little one’”’ 
in when put to jumping big fences, 
and this ‘‘little’’ stride is what is 
turning them over the low ones. 

In the opening event, The Fau- 
quier Plate, there was little to com- 
pare with the class of Balalaika, 
who scored by 10 lengths. However, 
Mrs. George Watts Hill’s Sir Koster 
ran gamely for the place and Thomas 
B. Gay’s Betty Tour for the show. 
Sir Greystone, a first-time starter 
this year, finished 4th and made up 
much ground through the final half 
mile. 


*La Touche led Telemark, by a 
margin of 3 to 15 lengths, over the 
first 9 fences, in the Virginia Nat- 
ional, when Houseman moved up to 
third, following Mr. John Bosely III 
parting company with his sister's 
Big March, and getting a severe 
banging from his flying feet, at the 
9th. *La Touche was ridden wide to 
the 10th and Mrs Rigan Me Kinney’s 
Axework got within 2 lengths of him 
at the 11th, at which point they were 
really running. 

At the 12th *La Touche bobbled 
slightly, with “Telemark again in 
the place and Axework and House- 
man third. The latter running over 
brush for the first time, having but 
recently run over timber in his 
maiden outing to finish third at 
Middleburg. 

At the water-jump, the second 
time, *La Touche was 10 lengths on 
top, Telemark and Axework were to- 
gether, as the latter splashed into 
the water to turn over in a desperate- 
ly hard fall for both rider and horse. 
It was some moments before both 
got up. In the meanwhile, *La 
Touche got home by 10, with Tele- 
mark holding Houseman safe by 4 
and the latter winning the show from 
the more experienced Our Manager 
by 3 lengths. 

*King John II and Deserter made 
all the running of the last hurdle 
affair, with the former the winner 
with Jockey Frank Slate up, mak- 
ing all the hurdles winning ones. 
Both finished done in, almost at a 
hand-gallop, as Deserter held the 
place by 20 lengths from Herroro.
